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Good  teachers  who  can  be  powerful  factors  in 
orientating  the  progress  of  society  towards  salutary 
and  desirable  goals  are  required  in  the  teaching 
profession. 

Mount  Saint  Mary's  College,  as  a  Catholic 
institution,  directed  by  the  Sisters  of  Saint  Joseph 
of  Carondelet,  has  distinctive  objectives.  It  seeks 
to  integrate  general  education,  cultural  improve- 
ment, and  professional  excellence  with  the  Catholic 
philosophy  of  life.

Part  One 

This  is  the  first  of  five  sections  in  this  bulletin.  The  other  four 
sections  deal  with  undergraduate  study  in  education,  California 
credential  requirements,  graduate  study  in  education,  and  the  de- 
scription of  courses. 

Making  Education  Your  Career 

It  is  imperative  that  one  who  intends  to  enter  the  educational 
profession  possess  an  insatiable  desire  to  help  establish  those  demo- 
cratic tenets  upon  which  our  nation  was  founded.  It  is  also  important 
that  no  one  should  enter  teaching  who  does  not  believe  in  the  dignity 
of  man  and  that  education  should  be  directed  to  the  improvement 
of  man. 

To  enter  education  as  a  career,  one  must  be  adequately  prepared 
in  the  arts,  sciences,  and  literature ;  strictly  speaking,  the  ever  in- 
creasing complexity  of  our  civilization  necessitates  an  academic  prep- 
aration of  a  greater  breadth  and  depth  than  ever  before. 

Opportunities  in  Education 

Opportunities  in  education  as  a  career  are  ever  expanding,  and 
people  throughout  the  world  are  becoming  more  alert  to  the  value 
of  education.  All  behavior  which  can  be  considered  as  specifically 
human  is  learned.  Therefore,  when  society  at  large  places  a  strong 
emphasis  on  learning,  so  also  the  role  of  the  educator  and  education 
becomes  more  important. 

Education  is  not  a  process  which  ends  at  childhood  but  rather 
continues  through  adolescence  and  adulthood.  For  this  reason,  an 
increasing  stress  will  be  placed  upon  education  for  adults. 

Each  year  a  greater  number  of  children  are  being  enrolled  in 
our  school  systems  as  well  as  adults ;  consequently,  a  proprotionate 
number  of  educational  opportunities  must  be  made  available.  The 
influx  of  children  into  elementary  school  will  not  only  continue 
to  be  heavy  for  years  to  come,  but  educational  facilities  will  have  to 
be  expanded  for  the  increasing  numbers  of  secondary  school  students. 
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New  schools  must  be  erected  and  better  teachers  prepared  if  the 
country  and  the  world  at  large  are  to  achieve  their  maximum  devel- 
opment. True,  all  learning  does  not  take  place  as  a  result  of  being 
exposed  to  formal  teaching,  nevertheless  the  educator's  role  is  so  vital 
that  the  responsibility  for  education  should  not  be  relinquished  to 
the  inept. 

Teachers  who  are  professionally  capable  are  needed  not  only 
for  all  levels  of  education  but  also  in  numerous  areas  such  as  trans- 
portation, industry,  and  the  military  in  a  consultative  capacity. 

Although  there  are  numerous  opportunities  in  the  profession, 
not  all  people  have  the  capability  to  become  effective  and  successful 
educators.  Those  who  are  not  fit  should  not  contemplate  a  career  in 
education ;  nor  should  those  who  have  already  begun  their  profes- 
sional training  continue  if  evidence  indicates  that  their  competencies 
are  so  limited  as  to  be  ineffective. 

Philosophy  and  Objectives 

The  Department  of  Education  maintains  that  education  is  con- 
cerned with  man's  entirety,  body  and  soul.  It  contends  that  educa- 
tion consists  of  the  preservation,  interpretation,  and  transmission  of 
knowledge,  ideas,  and  values.  The  Department  also  considers  schol- 
arly research  in  quest  of  truth,  and  a  thorough  education  in  those 
disciplines  which  underlie  successful  teaching  as  being  highly  imper- 
ative. In  addition  to  related  collegiate  activities,  this  aspect  of  in- 
struction is  designed  to  assist  the  student  to  develop  into  a  person 
of  sound  character:  intellectually  accomplished,  socially  and  emotion- 
ally mature,   and  professionally  efficient. 

Purpose  of  Graduate  Work 

The  Department  of  Education  is  dedicated  to  the  perfecting  of 
the  student's  performance  as  a  teacher.  To  be  strong  professionally, 
the  student  must  be  well  informed  on  certain  relative  matters  and, 
to  that  end,  studies  the  literature  in  magazines,  textbooks,  and  bul- 
letins which  is  reinforced  by  the  experience  and  knowledge  of  his 
graduate  professors.  The  student  ranges  beyond  the  field  of  educa- 
tion into  such  disciplines  as  sociology,  mathematics,  and  psychology. 
These  will  provide  him  with  additional  facts;  they  will  suggest 
techniques;  they  can  be  implemented  into  every  day  teaching. 

Professional  competency  depends  upon  emotional  factors  as  well. 
It  is  essential  that  the  teacher  develop  those  human  qualities  which 
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make  for  social  fitness.    He  should  understand  the  scientific  approach 
which  will  be  employed  in  his  teaching  career. 

The  Department's  graduate  program  provides  for  these  objec- 
tives. But,  in  the  end,  the  effectiveness  of  any  program  rests  upon 
how  the  application  of  all  the  abilities,  skills,  methods,  and  tech- 
niques are  implemented  in  the  teacher's  prescribed  area  of 
responsibility. 

Opportunities  for  Study 

The  Department  of  Education  was  established  primarily  for 
the  education  of  teachers.  It  has  an  able  staff.  In  the  Department 
one  may  be  prepared  for  teaching  in  the  elementary  school,  junior 
high  school,  and  the  senior  high  school.  In  other  words,  the  Depart- 
ment offers  courses  for  the  General  Elementary  Credential,  the  Gen- 
eral Secondary  Credential,  and  the  Special  Secondary  Credential  in 
Music  issued  by  the  California  State  Department  of  Education  on 
the  basis  of  college  preparation. 

Leadership  in  education  requires  that  a  person  take  advanced 
studies  at  the  graduate  level.  The  Department  of  Education,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Graduate  School,  offers  both  courses  and 
experiences  which  lead  to  the  Master  of  Arts  degree  with  a  major 
in  Education.  Requirements  for  this  degree,  as  well  as  those  for  the 
Bachelor  of  Arts,  are  explained  in  a  later  section  of  this  bulletin. 

Students  at  Mount  Saint  Mary's  College  are  fortunate  in  that 
the  college  is  composed  of  thirteen  strong  departments  and  the  Grad- 
uate School.  These  include  the  Departments  of  Art,  Biological  Sci- 
ences, Classical  Languages,  Education,  English  and  Speech,  Home 
Economics,  Mathematics,  Modern  Languages,  Music,  Nursing, 
Philosophy  and  Theology,  Physical  Education,  Physical  Sciences,  and 
Social  Sciences.  In  addition,  the  Charles  Willard  Coe  Memorial 
Library  of  more  than  37,000  volumes  provides  standard  reference 
tools  as  well  as  opportunities  for  further  individual  study  and  re- 
search. It  receives  copies  of  315  periodicals  each  month  and  is 
equipped  with  audio-visual  facilities,  seminar  rooms,  and  a  curricu- 
lum laboratory  well  supplied  with  research  materials. 

There  are  numerous  opportunities  for  students  in  education  to 
secure  concomitant  learnings  in  professional  and  subject  matter 
fields  outside  of  the  Department  through  inter-departmental  co- 
operation, various  affiliated  colleges,  bureaus,  and  the  Los  Angeles 
Public   School    System.     All   of   these   sources    feel   that   they,    along 
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with  the  Department  of  Education,  have  a  mutual  responsibility  in 
the  preparation  of  competent  teachers.  Above  all,  because  of  the 
smaller  classes,  each  instructor  will  be  more  accessible ;  therefore, 
he  can  give  more   personal   attention   to   each   of   his  students. 

Profession  Activities 

The  Department  of  Education  recognizes  the  ever-present  need 
for  leaders  in  education,  and  for  that  reason  all  students  preparing 
for  the  profession  are  urged  to  participate  at  the  professional  level 
in  the  activities  of  the  Tri  Rho,  a  departmental  club,  the  California 
Education  Club,  and  the  California  Student  Teachers  Association. 
Mount  Saint  Mary's  College  has  been  given  special  recognition  on 
a  state-wide  basis  for  its  unrelenting  efforts  to  not  only  stimulate 
thinking  about  contemporary  educational  problems,  but  to  resolve 
them  at  the  local  level  through  its  enthusiastic  chapter  of  the  Cali- 
fornia Student  Teachers  Association. 

Admission  Requirements 

Requirements  for  admission  to  the  Department  of  Education, 
to  the  Graduate  School,  and  to  candidacy  for  a  Master's  degree  are 
explained  in  the  sections  pertaining  to  undergraduate  study  in 
education  and  graduate  study  in  education. 

For  additional  information  on  any  question  you  may  have  about 
a  career  in  education  you  are  invited  to  write  to  the  Chairman  of 
the  Department  of  Education.  We  encourage  you  to  see  us  at  the 
campus  in  regard  to  your  plans  or  problems  pertaining  to  under- 
graduate or  graduate  education.

UNDERGRADUATE  STUDY  IN  EDUCATION 
Part  Two 

The  Department  of  Education  offers  a  professional  curriculum 
leading  to  certification  by  the  California  State  Department  of  Edu- 
cation for  teaching  services  in  public  and  private  schools.  Students 
are  recommended  to  the  State  Department  by  the  College  upon 
completion  of  one  of  the  curricula.  Curricula  are  offered  which 
satisfy  the  requirements  for  the  following  credentials:  General  Ele- 
mentary, General  Secondary,  and   Special   Secondary  in  Music. 

Those  who  successfully  complete  their  academic  and  professional 
courses  do  their  directed  teaching  in  the  public  schools  of  the  city 
of  Los  Angeles.  Those  students  in  elementary  education  teach  at 
the  Brentwood  Elementary  School,  and  those  in  secondary  education 
"do  their  supervised  teaching  at  the  Louis  Pasteur  Junior  High 
School   and   the  Alexander  Hamilton   Senior    High   School. 

Admission  Requirements 

To  be  admitted  to  Mount  Saint  Mary's  College  does  not  in 
itself  constitute  admission  to  all  credential  programs.  Initial  con- 
sideration for  any  candidate  who  expresses  an  interest  in  teaching 
can  take  place  at  any  level  in  the  lower  division  (Freshman  or 
Sophomore  year).  Formal  admission  is  at  the  junior  year.  *Other 
factors  considered  are:  a  grade  point  average  of  1.5  (C)  for  ele- 
mentary and  1.75  (B-)  for  secondary  candidates  which  must  be 
maintained  in  all  academic  and  professional  courses ;  a  health  cer- 
tificate ;  consultation  with  members  of  a  faculty  committee  to 
determine   personality   qualifications   and   emotional   stability;   scores 


*A  grade  point  average  of  2    (B)   must  be  maintained  in  all  upper 
division  courses  in  education  to  be  admitted  to  the  Graduate  School. 
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on  a  battery  of  tests  in  the  skills  of  reading,  language,  and  arithmetic 
which  are  given  once  each  semester.  A  small  fee  will  be  charged 
for  the  same.  Candidates  for  the  General  Elementary  Credential 
must  pass  these  tests  with  a  satisfactory  grade  before  entering  the 
junior  year.  They  should  be  taken  as  early  as  possible  in  the  college 
program,  in  case  remedial  work  and  retesting  is  necessary.  Any 
student  who  fails  to  pass  the  tests  the  first  time  has  the  sole  responsi- 
bility to  prepare  for  retesting  by  tutoring  or  any  other  means  at  his 
disposal.  Evaluation  of  the  professional  growth  of  the  future  teacher 
is  continuous ;  each  student  is  reconsidered  at  the  termination  of  each 
semester.  A  final  review  of  the  candidate's  qualifications  is  made 
before  formal  recommendation  to  the  California  State  Department 
of  Education. 

The  California  State  Department  of  Education  requires  a 
bachelor's  degree  for  each  of  the  credentials  for  which  Mount  Saint 
Mary's  College  is  authorized  to  make  the  recommendation.  The 
manner  in  which  the  College  provides  for  this  requirement  is  stated 
under  each  credential.  The  credential  requirements  for  all  certifi- 
cates are :

GENERAL  ELEMENTARY  CREDENTIAL 

Each  candidate  for  the  General  Elementary  Credential  should 
consult  his  adviser  in  the  Department  of  Education  before  filing 
study  cards  each  term  during  the  freshman  and  sophomore  years. 
Before  the  termination  of  the  second  semester  of  the  sophomore 
year  a  formal  application  of  candidacy  for  any  credential  must  be 
made  in  writing. 

The  program  for  the  General  Elementary  Credential  is  three- 
fold : 

I.  General  Education:  among  the  general  education  offerings  stu- 
dents are  guided  in  making  selections  that  are  appropriate  for 
elementary  teaching  background.  Such  courses  are  starred. 

II.  Professional  Courses:  specific  courses  designed  for  teachers 
are  offered  in  special  fields  such  as  art  and  music  which  pro- 
vide both  knowledge  and  techniques  in  these  respective  fields. 

III.  Education  Courses:  courses  designed  to  inform  the  student  in 
the  fields  of  philosophy  of  education  in  a  democracy;  child 
nature,  growth,  and  development;  the  public  school,  its  cur- 
riculum and  methods ;  and  a  period  of  supervised  teaching. 


The  Major 

The  candidate  for  the  General  Elementary  Credential  may 
fulfill  the  requirements  for  the  degree  in  a  major  field  of  study 
in  one  of  three  ways : 

1.  A  departmental  major  chosen  from  the  following  list:  Art. 
English,  Social  Studies,  Home  Economics,  Mathematics, 
Music. 

II.  A  candidate  presenting  a  major  not  included  in  the  above  list 
must  complete  two  approved  12  unit  sequences,  each  of  which 
must  consist  of  courses  appropriate  to  the  elementary  school 
curriculum.    This  requirement  may  be  met  in  the  lower  divi- 
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sion,    but    English

III.  Or,  the  candidate  can  complete  an  acceptable  general  major 
consisting  of  36  upper  division  units  selected  from  the  Arts 
and  Science  list  of  courses;  these  units  are  to  be  chosen  from 
three  departments,  with  not  more  than  15  units  nor  fewer  than 
6  units  in  any  one  department.  The  following  combinations 
are  accepted  as  providing  a  satisfactory  background  for  teach- 
ing in  the  elementary  school :

2.  Education,  English  and  Speech,  Mathematics  or  Science 

3.  Education,  English  and  Speech,  and  either  Art  or  Music 

4.  Education,  History,  Mathematics  or  Science 

5.  Education,  History  and  either  Art  or  Music

GENERAL  SECONDARY  CREDENTIAL 

The  candidate  for  the  General  Secondary  Credential  should 
consult  his  adviser  in  the  Department  of  Education  before  filing 
study  cards  each  term  during  the  freshman  and  sophomore  years. 
Before  the  termination  of  the  second  semester  of  the  sophomore  year 
a  formal  application  of  candidacy  for  the  credential  must  be  made 
in  writing. 

The  program  for  the  General  Secondary  Credential  encom- 
passes : 
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I.  General  Education:  among  the  general  education  offerings 
students  are  guided  in  making  selections  that  are  appropriate 
for  a  secondary  teaching  background.  According  to  the  direc- 
tive of  the  California  State  Department  of  Education  the  stu- 
dent must  complete  forty  semester  hours  of  general  education 
distributed  as  follows: 

*A  minimum  of  six  hours  in  each  of  these  four  areas : 

1.  Science  and/or  mathematics. 

2.  The  practical  arts  and/or  the  fine  arts  such  as  art,  music, 
homemaking,  health,  education,  physical  education,  indus- 
trial arts,  and  similar  fields. 

3.  Social  studies. 

4.  The  communicative  arts  such  as  langauges,  literature, 
speech  arts,  and  similar  fields. 

II.     Professional  Courses:  courses  are  offered  in  fields  which   are 
commonly  taught  in  the  public  secondary  school. 

III.  Education  Courses:  courses  designed  to  inform  the  student  in 
the  fields  of  philosophy  and  psychology ;  adolescent  psychology ; 
the  public  secondary  school,  its  curriculum  and  methods,  and 
a  semester  of  supervised  teaching. 


The  Major  and  Minor 

The  major  and  the  minor  must  be  in  fields  commonly  taught 
in  California  senior  or  four-year  high  schools ;  or  with  a  major  not 
commonly  taught  in  the  above  schools,  it  must  be  accompanied  with 
two  minors  in  acceptable  teaching  fields. 

The  minimum  requirement  for  the  major  shall  be  thirty-six 
semester  hours  (which  may  include  the  six  units  of  the  graduate  work 
in  the  major),  and  the  minimum  requirement  for  the  minor  shall  be 
twenty  semester  hours. 

Courses  which  are  offered  in  fulfillment  of  the  general  education 
requirement  may  also  be  applied  toward  the  fulfillment  of  major 
and  minor  requirements  provided  the  courses  are  within  the  same 
subject  field  as  the  major  and  minor. 

*  Please  consult  the  adviser  in  the  Department  of  Education  in  regard 
to  appropriate  courses. 
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Mount  Saint  Mary's  College  is  accredited  by  the  California 
State  Department  of  Education  for  the  General  Secondary  Cre- 
dential with  majors  in : 

Social  Studies:  (The  State  Department  no  longer  issues  credentials 
with  a  straight  subject  major,  as  History;  the  major  must  be  in  a 
subject  field  as  Social  Studies.)  United  States  history;  three  fields 
selected  from  geography,  political  science,  economics,  sociology, 
anthropology;  and  additional  preparation  in  one  or  more  of  the 
social  studies  to  complete  the  major. 

Life  Sciences  and  General  Science:  Life  science  or  biology,  physics 
and  chemistry  or  general  life  science;  and  additional  preparation  in 
one  or  more  of  the  life  sciences  to  complete  the  major. 

Physical  Science  and  General  Science:  Physics  and  chemistry  or 
general  physical  science;  life  science  or  biology;  and  additional  prepa- 
ration in  one  or  more  of  the  physical  sciences  to  complete  the  major. 

English:  Composition  and  literature;  speech;  dramatics  or  journal- 
ism ;  and  additional  preparation  in  composition  and  literature  to  com- 
plete the  major. 

Foreign  Languages:  Latin  or  a  modern  foreign  language  including 
reading  and  with  the  exception  of  Latin  speaking  the  language;  and 
additional  preparation  in  the  same  foreign  language  to  complete  the 
major.  A  minor  may  be  completed  in  Latin  or  a  modern  foreign 
language. 

Mathematics:  Basic  or  theoretical  mathematics  through  integral  cal- 
culus; and  additional  preparation  in  either  basic  or  theoretical  mathe- 
matics, or  in  courses  dealing  with  mathematical  application,  to  com- 
plete the  major. 

Music:  The  major  requirements  for  the  general  secondary  credential 
in  the  special  field  of  music  is  the  same  as  the  requirements  for  a 
special  secondary  credential  in  that  field. 

Postgraduate  Program: 

The  postgraduate  program  is  under  the  advisement  of  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Department  of  Education.    The  six  units  of  graduate  and 
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upper  division  courses  are  advised  by  the  Chairman  of  the  department 
in  which  the  student  is  majoring. 

A  year  of  work  in  regular  graduate  status  comprising  not  less 
than  thirty  units  of  approved  upper  division  and  graduate  courses.  At 
least  one-half  of  the  postgraduate  work  shall  be  in  courses  accepted 
toward  a  higher  degree,  and  a  minimum  of  the  last  twelve  units 
must  be  taken  in  residence  at  Mount  Saint  Mary's  College.  In  the 
latter  case,  all  the  other  units  of  the  postgraduate  program  shall  be 
taken  in  residence  from  an  institution  accredited  to  offer  such  courses.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION  FOR  GRADUATE 
STUDENTS  IN  EDUCATION 


Part  Four 

Students  who  pursue  graduate  study  in  education  are  enrolled 
in  the  Graduate  School  of  Mount  Saint  Mary's  College.  Graduate 
students  majoring  in  education  are  subject  to  both  departmental  and 
Graduate  School  requirements.  It  is  imperative  that  applicants  fam- 
iliarize themselves  with  the  Graduate  School  and  the  Department 
of  Education   bulletins. 

General  Requirements  for  a  Master's  Degree  in  Education 

The  requirements  stipulated  by  the  Graduate  School  must  be 
met  by  all  students  working  for  the  Master's  degree.  Because  the 
Department  of  Education  has  some  regulations  and  rules  for  gradu- 
ate study  beyond  the  Graduate  School  requirements,  students  in  the 
graduate  program  must  meet  all  of  the  requirements  of  the  Gradu- 
ate School  and  the  Department  of  Education.  Furthermore,  students 
should  become  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  regulations  which 
govern  graduate  study  in  order  that  they  may  more  systematically 
plan  their  work.  The  following  factors  should  be  considered  in  their 
plans:  their  professional  objectives,  that  is  whether  to  prepare  as 
a  supervising  teacher  on  the  elementary  level,  a  supervising  teacher 
on  the  secondary  level,  a  high  school  teacher  majoring  in  education, 
or  an  elementary  teacher  majoring  in  education ;  the  full  time  or  long 
term  schedule  to  be  followed;  and  the  courses  which  will  adequately 
meet  their  needs.  After  tentative  plans  have  been  formulated,  the 
students  should  consult  the  professor  in  charge  of  graduate  studies 
in  order  to  secure  approval  of  them. 

Admission  to  the  Graduate  School 

A  student  with  a  Bachelor's  degree  from  a  recognized  college 
or  university  accredited  by  its  own  regional  association  may  apply  for 
application  blanks  to  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School  for  admission. 

Admission  to  the  Graduate  School  entitles  a  student  to  plan 
a  program  of  such  courses  as  he  desires,  provided  the  necessary 
pre-requisites  have  been  met.  Graduate  students  in  education  may 
follow  advanced  courses  for  various  commendable  reasons  such  as  to 
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extend  their  education,  to  meet  credential  requirements,  or  to  earn 
a  salary  increment.  However,  admission  to  the  Graduate  School 
does  not  automatically  make  a  student  a  candidate  for  a  Master's 
degree. 


Admission  to  the  Master  of  Arts  Degree  Program 

If  the  applicant's  previous  academic  record  evidences  the 
ability  and  preparation  necessary  to  successfully  pursue  graduate 
study,  he  may  be  admitted  by  the  Graduate  School  on  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Department  of  Education.  Application  for  admission 
should  be  made  to  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School  at  least  one 
month  before  tht  registration  date. 

The  applicant  must  have  had  an  undergraduate  program  of  a 
minimum  of  12  semester  hours  of  upper  division  courses  in  educa- 
tion, including  at  least  one  course  from  each  of  the  following  fields: 
Philosophy  or  Principles  of  Education,  Educational  Psychology,  Ed- 
ucational Measurement  or  Guidance,  and  either  Principles  of  Ele- 
mentary or  the  Secondary  Schools.  The  student  should  have  a  2.00 
("B")  average  in  his  upper  division  education  courses.  In  addition, 
he  must:  achieve  a  satisfactory  grade  on  the  Graduate  Record  Exam- 
ination (the  area  tests);  the  Advanced  Professional  Test;  and  at 
least  a  1.5  ("C+")  average  on  all  graduate  work  completed  at  Mount 
Saint  Mary's  College.  In  the  event  that  the  applicant's  under- 
graduate record  does  not  include  all  the  requisite  courses  or  a  satis- 
factory average,  he  may  be  obliged  to  take  supplementary  under- 
graduate work  to  fulfill  the  prerequisites  of  the  Department  of 
Education. 

A  student  not  having  a  2.00  ("B")  average  in  his  upper  division 
education  courses  may  be  admitted  as.  an  applicant  for  the  degree  if, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Department  of  Education  and  the  Graduate 
Dean,  outstanding  professional  contributions,  superior  performance 
on  the  Graduate  Record  Examination,  or  competence  in  graduate 
work  is  demonstrated. 

Graduate  work  taken  before  students  are  admitted  as  applicants 
for  the  degree  is  evaluated  both  by  the  Department  of  Education 
and  the  Graduate  School  at  the  time  the  degree-application  is  con- 
sidered, and  the  remaining  requirements  for  the  degree  will  be 
indicated,  insofar  as  is  feasible. 
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Requirements  for  the  Graduate  Major 

A  total  of  30  semester  hours  taken  in  regular  graduate  status  is 
required  and  of  these  at  least  24  semester  hours  must  be  completed 
in  residence  at  Mount  Saint  Mary's  College  in  Los  Angeles.  Four 
to  six  of  the  30  semester  hours  may  be  earned  by  the  writing  of  a 
thesis.  A  maximum  of  18  semester  hours  must  be  completed  in 
education ;  the  remaining  semester  hours  must  be  devoted  to  a 
closely  related  minor  field. 

All  the  work  that  is  counted  toward  a  graduate  degree  must  be 
of  a  distinctly  advanced  character  and  education  courses  200,  201, 
202,  or  203  are  required ;  however,  all  of  the  courses  taken  need 
not  be  from  the  200  level. 

Approval  of  the  Work  Program 

Before  registering  each  semester,  the  student  should  confer 
with  the  professor  in  charge  of  graduate  studies.  This  should  be  done 
in  advance  of  registration  but  in  any  case,  prior  to  the  completion 
of  classification  and  the  beginning  of  classes. 

Work  Load 

The  normal  work  load  is  12  semester  hours  during  a  semester 
and  6  hours  for  a  summer  session.  Students  who  are  employed  on 
a  full-time  basis  are  not  permitted  to  carry  more  than  4  semester 
hours  of  work  at  any  time. 

Residence 

All  courses  toward  the  Master's  degree  and  the  General 
Secondary  Credential  must  normally  be  taken  in  residence  at  Mount 
Saint  Mary's  College.  No  graduate  credit  is  allowed  for  work  com- 
pleted in  extension  or  correspondence  courses.  A  minimum  of  one 
academic  year  in  residence  is  required  of  full-time  students  for  the 
Master's  degree;  for  part  time  students,  four  semesters  of  residence 
are  required.  The  degree  must  be  earned  within  six  consecutive  years 
or  nine  consecutive  summer  sessions. 

Foreign  Language  Requirement 

Students  are  required  to  demonstrate  by  examination  a  reading 
knowledge  of  French  or  German.  In  the  event  that  another  langu- 
age is  needed  for  research,  the  student  must  get  the  approval  of  the 
Department  of  Education. 
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For  students  in  residence  during  the  academic  year,  this  require- 
ment must  be  satisfied  before  the  beginning  of  the  second  semester; 
those  whose  work  is  confined  to  summer  sessions  should  meet  this 
requirement  by  the  end  of  the  second  summer.  Students  must  have 
fulfilled  this  requirement  to  be  considered  candidates  for  the 
Master's  degree. 

In  special  cases  the  foreign  language  requirement  may  be  waived 
through  petition  of  the  Department  of  Education  and  the  Dean 
of  the  Graduate  School  if  one  of  the  following  provisions  is  met : 

1.  Outstanding  professional   contributions 

2.  Superior   performance  on   both  the  Graduate   Record   and   Ad- 
vanced Professional  Tests 

3.  Scholarly  work  in  graduate  and  upper  division  courses 


Thesis 

A  thesis  is  a  graduate  student's  report,  in  a  brief  form,  of  the 
findings  of  his  original  investigation.  Although  the  problems  for 
Master's  degree  candidates  are  of  limited  magnitude,  they  must 
be  approached  in  the  same  scholarly  manner  as  problems  of  greater 
scope.  Before  beginning  work  on  a  thesis,  the  student  must  receive 
approval  from  his  adviser,  the  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Edu- 
cation, the  Professor  in  Charge  of  Graduate  Studies,  and  the  Com- 
mittee on  Graduate  Studies.  The  complete  thesis  must  be  approved 
by  the  candidate's  committee  and  presented  to  the  Dean  of  the 
Graduate  School  not  later  than  a  month  before  the  degree  is  to  be 
conferred. 

Instruction  for  the  preparation  and  submission  of  theses  may  be 
obtained  from  the  Office  of  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School. 


Final  Examinations 

Candidates  for  the  Master's  degree,  after  the  course  work  has 
been  completed  and  the  thesis  is  approved,  take  both  an  oral  and 
a  written  examination  given  by  the  Department  of  Education.  The 
final  oral  examination  is  administered  by  an  examining  committee 
composed  of  the  student's  adviser,  who  is  chairman,  and  two  other 
instructors.

A  study  of  modern  techniques  in  teaching  the  skill  sub- 
jects: reading,  spelling,  handwriting,  and  arithmetic. 
Prerequisites:  Education  100,  111.  This  course  should 
precede  by  one  semester  the  course  in  supervised  teach- 
ing. 

Ed  330B.       INTRODUCTION  TO  ELEMENTARY 
TEACHING     (4) 

Course  parallels  laboratory  work  done  by  the  students 
in  a  cooperating  public  elementary  school  comprising 
observation  and  participation.  Study  of  principles  of 
teaching,  analysis  of  teaching  problems,  and  prepara- 
tion of  units  of  work. 
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Ed  331A.      THE     ELEMENTARY     SCHOOL     CURRICU- 
LUM    (2) 

A  refresher  course  for  inservice  teachers,  regular  and 
provisional.  The  first  semester  treats  of  the  study  of 
modern  techniques  in  teaching  the  skills. 

Ed  331B.       THE     ELEMENTARY     SCHOOL     CURRICU- 
LUM    (2) 

The  secondary  semester  emphasizes  the  social  studies 
curriculum,  analyzes  its  problems  and  includes  the  prep- 
aration of  units  of  work. 


Ed  G370.      INTRODUCTION  TO  SECONDARY  TEACH- 

(3) 

This  course  must  be  taken  prior  to  student  teaching.  It 
consists  of  a  study  of  the  secondary  school  curriculum 
with  special  emphasis  upon  teaching  methods,  observa- 
tion, and  a  general  orientation  of  the  student  to  the 
school  in  which  he  will  do  his  student  teaching.  Pre- 
requisites: Regular  graduate  status.  Ed.  100,  112,  170. 

Ed  M370.     MUSIC  EDUCATION     (3) 

Study  of  problems  in  music  education  from  pre-school 
to  adult  level ;  psychology  of  school  music  teaching  ; 
directed  observation;  planning  curriculum  and  material 
suitable  for  each  level ;  correlation  of  music  and  other 
subjects,  stressing  the  creative  and  integrating  approach.

Ed  335A-335B.     SUPERVISED     TEACHING:     ELEMENT- 
ARY    (4-4) 

Consists  of  working  with  and  instructing  children 
in  the  elementary  school.  Experience  is  given  on 
different  grade  levels.  Conferences  with  teachers 
and  supervisor  accompany  this  work.  Prerequi- 
sites: Senior  standing.  Education  330A-330B, 
Physical  Education  27. 
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M  377.  SUPERVISED  TEACHING:  MUSIC     (4) 

Consists  of  directed  teaching  in  music  at  the  secondary 
level.  Prerequisites:  Senior  standing;  Education  100, 
112,  170;  Music  370. 

Ed  G377.      SUPERVISED  TEACHING:  GENERAL 
SECONDARY     (6) 

Consists  of  participation  in  the  instructional  activities 
of  two  high  school  classes  for  one  semester,  and  requir- 
ed conferences.  Prerequisites:  Regular  graduate  status; 
Education  100,  112,  170,  370.

Ed  200.     METHODOLOGY  OF  EDUCATIONAL 
RESEARCH     (3) 

This  course  is  designed  to  assist  the  student  with  the  var- 
ious techniques  of  research  which  include  the  theory  of 
research,  experimental  design,  gathering  data,  and  inter- 
preting data. 

Ed  201.  HISTORICAL  AND  PHILOSOPHICAL  FOUND- 
ATIONS OF  EDUCATION  (3) 
This  study  includes  a  review  of  the  philosophical,  politi- 
cal, economic,  and  social  forces  that  influenced  education- 
al thinking  during  certain  historical  periods.  It  is  intended 
that  this  course  assist  the  student  in  enlarging  his  histori- 
cal and  philosophical  perspective.  Prerequisite :  Educa- 
tion 170. 

Ed  202.     PSYCHOLOGICAL    FOUNDATIONS    OF    EDU- 
CATION    (3) 

This  subject  considers  contemporary  problems  in  educa- 
tional psychology  as  they  apply  to  the  public  schools  at 
all  levels.  Research  and  writing  are  involved  and  these 
are  offered  to  meet  the  individual  needs  of  students  con- 
centrating in  either  elementary  or  secondary  education. 
Prerequisite:   General   Psychology  6   and   Education    100. 

Ed  203.     SOCIAL  FOUNDATIONS  OF  EDUCATION     (3) 

An  analysis  of  the  sociological  bases  of  education.  Topics 
considered  are  the  structure  of  society,  its  institutions  and 
trends.   Prerequisite:   Education   77. 

Ed  204.     ORGANIZATION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  STU- 
DENT TEACHING     (3) 

A  course  designed  primarily  for  supervising  teachers.  The 
basic  principles  can  apply  to  either  elementary  or  second- 
ary education.  Experiences  deemed  essential  for  the  pro- 
fessional development  of  the  student  teacher  are  presented. 
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Ed  205.     DEVELOPING  THE  CURRICULUM     (2-4) 

A  study  of  the  basic  principles  of  curriculum  planning 
with  particular  stress  upon  an  analysis  of  the  relationship 
of  psychological  and  social  factors  to  curriculum  reorgan- 
ization in  both  elementary  and  secondary  schools.  Pre- 
requisite: Education  G370  or  Education  33 1A-33 IB. 

Ed  206.     IMPROVING  TEACHING  METHODS   IN  THE 
SECONDARY  SCHOOL     (3) 

An  intensive  study  of  problems  in  the  method  of  instruc- 
tion at  the  secondary  level.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  the  dis- 
covery of  learning  difficulties  and  the  organization  of 
remedial  programs. 

Ed  207.     IMPROVING  READING  IN  THE  SECONDARY 
SCHOOL     (3) 

A  discussion  of  the  principles  and  procedures  employed  for 
the  improvement  of  reading  abilities  beyond  the  sixth 
grade.  Considerable  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  reading 
difficulties  of  secondary  school  students. 

p:d  208.     SCIENCE  IN  THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL    (3) 

A  review  of  science  adapted  for  children  of  the  first  six 
grades.  This  course  includes  the  planning  of  units,  class- 
room demonstrations,  experiments,  drawing  up  bibliogra- 
phies, and  collecting  instructional  materials  pertinent  to 
the  subject. 

Ed  209.     SOCIAL  STUDIES  IN  THE  ELEMENTARY 
SCHOOL     (2-4) 

A  consideration  of  recent  research  in  respect  to  curricu- 
lum, materials,  and  methods  affecting  the  teaching  of 
the  social  studies  below  the  sixth  grade. 

Ed  210.     THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL     (3) 

An  analysis  of  the  curricular,  administrative,  and  in- 
structional issues  at  the  elementary  level.  Planned  for 
teachers  in  order  that  they  may  get  a  better  understand- 
ing of  the  modern  elementary  school. 
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Ed  211.     THE  SECONDARY  SCHOOL     (3) 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  acquaint  the  teacher  with 
the  problems  arising  from  curriculum,  instruction,  and 
administration  at  the  secondary  level. 

Ed  212.     THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL  (2-3) 

A  study  of  the  organization  and  administrative  structure 
of  the  secondary  school ;  in  particular,  the  principal's 
duties  and  responsibilities  in  respect  to  the  satisfactory 
functioning  of  the  school. 

Ed  213.     THE   SECONDARY   SCHOOL   PRINCIPAL 

(2-4) 

A  study  of  the  organization  and  administrative  structure 
of  the  secondary  school ;  in  particular,  the  principal's 
duties  and  responsibilities  in  respect  to  the  satisfactory 
functioning  of  the  school. 

Ed  214.     GUIDANCE  AND  COUNSELING  IN  THE 
SECONDARY  SCHOOL     (3) 

A  course  recommended  for  teachers  who  intend  to  be 
counselors  or  as  an  adjunct  to  their  teaching.  Considera- 
tion is  given  to  the  basic  principles  and  techniques  of 
guidance.    Prerequisite:   Education    172. 

Ed  215.  THESIS   (4-6)
